;n a paper presented before the Ge- 
ological Society of America here today. 
The earth is collected from the hihs>:d> 
today. The earth is collected from the 
hillsides and fields of central United 
States as the river takes its leisurely 
way through the heart of the country. 
He estimated the deposits at 310,000,- 
000 tons per year. 


Mr. Troubridge reported results of 


studies in his laboratory of 541 sampK« 
collected by the United States Coa^t 
and Geodetic survey from an area of 
COO square miles of the gulf floor off 
Southwest Pass, the largest mouth of 
the Mississippi. 


The picture he sketched showed the 


vast amount of solid matter—soil and

particles, amounting each year

lic conviction that none of the many fed- 
eral judges who might have presided at 
the trial, had they been authorized to 
render a verdict. woulJ have permitted 
the escape of the defendants. The pub- 
lic feels too that altogether too many 
gtlilty men are exonerated because juries 
are controlled so much by their prejudices 
and their sympathies instead of the evi- 
dence presented before them. Nothing1 


in this situation however justifies the 
abuse of the jury system itself. It should 
not be abridged in any manner nor should 
we take the attitude of tolerating and at 
the same time subjecting it to ceaseless 
censure and abuse. 


The jury system has been one of the 


sacred treasures of liberty since the year 
1215 
when the famous document known 


as the Magna Charta was wrested from 
King John by the English people. It is 
liardly possible to overrate the impor- 
tance of this system. It is everywhere 
associated vi ith liberty; its absence has 
always meant an abuse of power. That it 
may be brought into discredit at times 
because of failure to convict obviously 
guilty persons is no fault of the system. 
Xo law may be properly denounced be- 
cause of some apparent weakness within 
it unless its detractor has a better system 
to propose; and there is none better to 
propose. While justice is. in fact, the ob- 
ligation of every government owing to ( 
every citizen, where, as in our form of 
government, the people constitute the 
government, miscarriages of justice are 
properly laid at the door of the people 
who fail to perform a plain duty. Argu- 
ing that jurors are mentally inferior to 
judges is beside the question because 
there is no more reason why a community 
should have inferior jurymen than infer- 
ior officials of any other class. A jury 
jroperly drawn represents the average 
intelligence of the community and as so 
constituted no-better body can be discov- 
ered to decide the disputes that arise be- 
tween men. 
; The first law passed by the little colony 
that landed at Plymouth Rock, Massa- 
chusetts in 1620 was in these words: 
"That all criminal facts, and also all man- 
ner of trespasses and debts between man 
and man, shall be tried by the verdict of 
twelve honest men, to be impanelled by 
authority in form of a jury, upon their 
oath." This right is specifically guaran- 
teed by the constitution of the United 
States. It is a necessary part of our life 
and an article that could not be spared 
from our laws for a moment. 


Though the wave of protest at the ap- 


parent miscarriage of justice in some of 
these celebrated cases is loud and pro- 
longed, it dissipates itself when the people 
realize that the jurors who freed men \\lio 
should not be free were taken from tlic 
ordinary walks of life, clerks, farmers and 
mechanics, and that in the Fail-Dohcny 
c*sc the tuo who stood out longest for 
conviction v.cre. one of them a banker 
and the other a professional man. Had 
conviction failed in these important cases 
in which the public is so much interested

phase of the oft repeated statement that 
the fault is with ourselves and not with 
our laws. We have a wcllnigh perfect 
constitution but at times the enforcement 
of it falls into somewhat palsied hands. 


HIGHER JUDICIAL SALARIES 
The passage by congress of a bill rais- 


ing the salaries of federal judges should 
receive the approval of all persons. 
It 


is hard to conceive, why anyone should 
consider economy at the expense of im- 
partial justice. It frequently happens that 
a judge is appointed to his office because 
of particularly good work as an attorney 
and the appointment is not so much an 
honor as the extending to such a man the 
opportunity for higher public service. 
The difficulty is that an attorney making 
up to S50.000 a year in fees cannot very 
well give up his private practice to take a 
job paying $10,000. It is out of all rea- 
son. Thus the judiciary loses men who 
would not only be notable additions to a 
legal group, but would be 'a great Credit 
in any capacity because of their splendid 
characters. 


It is manifestly unreasonable to expect 


that a man can be hired for $10.000 who 
will be as good as the man one must pay 
$20.000 for. and the salaries we have been 
paying- the higher judges in the federal 
court have been inadequate. The raises 
just voted are even too small, but are. 
presumably, the best that congress will 
consider at this time. 


A judge should be able to concentrate 


his whole mind upon the high require- 
ments of his calling, and he should be fi- 
nancially out of reach of those who might 
attempt to coerce him by that means. 
Worthy salaries paid to judges arc not 
wasteful. On the other hand'thcy consti- 
tute a true economy and are a force for 
justice.

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THE RADIO SITUATION 


With the house and the senate -appar- 


ently further apart than ever in their con- 
ception of proper legislation for 
the 


control of radio broadcasting, the Nation- 
al Radio Co-ordinating committee has 
sent a long appeal to the members of both 
houses of congress urging the enactment 
of some kind of an emergency radio con- 
trol bill, prohibiting the issuance of sta- 
tion licenses and turning the actual con- 
trol of the ether over to a federal radio 
commission or the department of com- 
merce, pending a thorough survey of the 
needs of the radio broadcasting industrv. 


Without taking up the argument for 


any of the various bills that have been ad- 
vanced for control of radio, it is possible 
to join with the National Radio Co- 
ordinating committee in asking congress 
to do something to relieve a really chaotic 
condition in the air. Stations have jump- 
ed waves and increased their power, with 
the result that in many areas proper re- 
ception is impossible, due to heterodyne 
whistles created by two stations using 
wave lengths of almost the same value. 
This condition is far from being bad just 
to the listener, but-is even more deadly 
to the broadcaster. The life of broadcast- 
ing is and is bound to be the advertising 
appeal. Of what value is advertising 
"space" in a radio station if that station 
cannot be listened to because of interfer- 
ence that destroys the reception? 


Under proper regulation it is possible 


to iron out many of these difficulties. The 
department of commerce had things in 
fair order for the time it was regulating 
broadcasting and what is needed is some 
kind of immediate, emergency regulation, 
that will restore order pending a review 
of the whole situation. The president 
fa\ors department of commerce control 
and we think that is the proper agency.

The 
plain truth—and I tell it not to irritate "nervous" 
people but to help them find themselves—is that 
the idea of "nervous breakdown" or "nervous ex- 
naustion" or "nervous prostration" or "neurasthen- 
ia"

solete) conspiring with a very desirable class of pa- 
tients or clients who wished a nice respectable 
ihbi or funk hole for every day use. By no stretch 


r twist of physiology can we make any nervous 


system responsible for any 
form 
of energy or 


strength, and the individual -who explains or OXCIKOS 
lis frailties or failures by pleading "nervous weak- 
ness" or anything like that is simply concealing the 
j truth, knowingly or innocently. 


I 
Now, then. T am not prepared to suggest to any 


victim of the "nervous exhaustion" hoax what real- 
ly ails him if not his "nei-ves." I simply publish 
the plain, scientific facts here and defy anybody to 
refute them. It is up to the victim of this "ner- 
vous breakdown" hokum or select a physician who 
—confines his lying to tho -benefit 'of his patients. 


But hang it. we're getting nervous 
about- the 


nerves, when our subject was to be the veins. 


Venous breakdown is never featured in the news 


or gossip of the day. but it happens often enough. 
We gave two definitions of "broken veins" the other 
day. one being actual bleeding from a burstcd or 
ruptured vein, hemorrhage most readily stopped or 
controlled by moderate pressure with a folded clean 
handkerchief Or hand upon the bleeding placer and 
the other definition being the inflammation and in- 
duration about a portion of varicose (dilated) vein 
which spells impending ulceration of the leg and 
warns the patient to assume the horizontal posi- 
tion and remain horizontal or better keep the leg 
elevated on pillows until the inflammation, 
bwcll- 


ing, hardening and soreness shall have subsided. 


An ulcer (raw area, sore) may occur on a leg 


from various other causes, even when the veins are 
varicose or dilated. Thus Might injuries arc more 
likely to cause ulccration when the blood supply or 
nourishment of the tissues is impaired, as it ob- 
viously mubt be when the veins arc dilated, en- 
larged or swollen.

sort of piffle at present taught 
in our 
public 


schools. I have just been examining the scries of 
textbooks by Cobb, and another by Winslow, in both 
of which the pupil is taught that excretion is a 
function of the skin. But .this is incorrect. Prac- 
tically nothins but salt and water is excreted or 
eliminated through the skin. 
Th« sweat has as 


its sole function the cooling 
of the body. 
The 


smearing of the body with grease protects it from 
the cold, in long distance swimming and is a harm- 
less practice.

Washington, D. C. — The annual 


report of the Secretary of the Navy, 
recently 
itsuecl, 
voices 
a 
protest 


against tho clause in the naval ap- 
propria<4r>n hill which reduces the 
ciuota of midshipmen for Senators and 
Representatives from 
five to three 


each. 


This clause reads. "That no -part of 


this appropriation shall he available 
for the pay of any midshipmen whose 
admission subscq-ient to January 13, 
1926, 
would result in exceeding at any 


time an allowance of three midship- 
men for each Senator, Representative, 
and Delegate m Congress; of one mid- 
shipman for Porto Rico, a native or 
the island, appointed on nomination Of 
the governor, and of three midshipmen 
from Porto Rico, appointed on nomin- 
ation of the Resident Commissioner; 
and of two midshipmen for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia." 


In this way the quota of midstiip- 


men for Senatct" and Representatives 
is reduced hy a limitation on approp- 
riation 
although 
the 
actual 
law 


authorizing five to each remains v-n- 
changed Under this limitation the 
authorized quota of appointments at 
the Naval Academy for 1!>27 would be 
2205. which includes the -10 additional 
midshipmen at large provided 
for 


under the law of June S. 1826. Naval 
authorities large provided for under 
the law of June S, 192(J. Naval authori- 
ties explain that although this number 
is authorize it is impossible to have 
this number there- at any one time on 
account of the failures, mental and 
physical, 
of 
midshipmen 
at 
the 


academy and candidates. This is also 
due in part to lack of filling the quota 
authorized from the enlisted personnel. 
navnl reserve, and at Im'ge which can 
not be carried over 
from year 
to 


year. 


It is also explained that the sudden 


reduction in the quota of midshipmen 
for Senators and Representatives has 
caused the entrance 
classes 
to bo 


much smaller than the quota would 
indicate. This is because .'t is ncccs- 
cary for three midshipmen cither to 
graduate or resign from certain dis- 
tricts before a vacancy occurs. A Sen- 
ator or Representative can not ap- 
point three 
midshipmen 
each year 


from his district — he can have onlj 
three at the academy at a time Th< 
class entering in 1926 had 576 members 
on October 1. while the size of the 
entering class of 1927 will probably be 
something Over 700. It is estimated 
however, that the class for 1928 wil 
drop to 570. 


NOW AN OFFICER SHORTAGE 
The last five-appointment class wil 


be graduated in 1927, and the approx- 
imate number of new 
line 
officers 


thus created will be 540. After that 
on a- basis of three appointments foi 
each Senator and Representative, the 
graduating class will be only about 
300 each year. 


There is now an officer shortage 


the .authorized number of 
lino 
of- 


ficers being 5499 and the number at 
the present time in actual service be- 
ing 5160. The Navy Department is of 
tho opinion that the authorized num- 
ber <is the minimum figure nccessarj 
for meeting peace-time requirements 
and establishing a trained mucleus foi 
war. It is believed to be very important 
that in time of war there- be avail- 
able for call men who have been 
thoroughly trained 
in 
naval 
pro- 


cedure. 


The full capacity of tho Naval Aca- 


demy at Annapolis is 
2500. Mf.ny, 


therefore, feel that under the three- 
appointment quota there is an unnec- 
essary waste of facilities. Many boy.s 
who go though tho Naval Academy 
could not otherwise obtain a college 
education- because they arc not in 
position to pay the 
necessary 
ex- 


pense. The Academy being a national 
institution, it would appear to be a 
benefit to the entire nation to have it 
operated to capacity ng nearly as 
possible. 


If there should be an axcess of of- 


ficers graduated over tho number re- 
quired for activ; sen-ice, these might 
be honorably discharged upon gradua- 
tion to enter civil life and civil pur- 
suits. The education thus obtained 
would equip them for bolter paid po- 
sitions than they would otherwise be 
likely to qualify for. In addition, as 
said above, they would form a trained 
nucleus in the event of an emergency.

hundred men froii the enlisted person- 
nel each year, there were only 'ghty- 
four in the entering class this year 
and ninety-four last year. It is hoped 
that in 1027 the full quota may be 
obtained. 


A drive has also been made to give 
is much publicit.v ns possible to the 
law of June 8, 1926, which authorized 
the appointment of forty additional 
midshipmen at large. These arc to be 
appointed by tho

from 


among the sons of officers, soldiers, 
sailor, and marines of tho Army, Navy, 
and Marine Corps who were killed in 
action, or died prior to July 2. 3921, 
of wounds received or diseases con- 
tracted in lino of duty during the 
World War. 


A further provision of this law is 


that half of these appointments shall 
be made from among the sons Oil of- 
ficers and tho other half from those 
of warrant officers and enlisted per- 
sonnel. Tf the full authorized quota 
of this group can be attained, it will 
aid in bringing the number of new of- 
ficers up to the necessary require- 
ments. 


The passage of the bill providing

four for acquittal, from Friday until 
Monday afternoon, but the verdict of 
guilty wor the six defendants was not 
the result of conversion of the four, 
but of their exhaustion and of a com- 
promise whereby three of the defend- 
ants were acquitted.

of 12 men and women or their peers, 
and for that reason, if none other,- 
they should be pardoned."
